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Governor Earl Warren 





Warren to Seek 
Third Term 
As Governor 


SACRAMENTO (UP) — Earl 
Warren became the first man yes- 
terday to seek a third four-year 
term as governor of California. 

The governor, who was Republi- 
can nominee for vice president in 
1948, announced in a formal state- 
ment that he would campaign for 
re-election this year. And he said 
he again would seek the nomina- 
tions of both major parties, as 
allowed by California law, in the 
state’s June 6 primary. 

Main opposition to Warren’s 
unprecedented bid apparently will 
come from James Roosevelt, the 
oldest son of the late president 
and Democratic national com- 
mitteeman from California. Roose- 
velt already has announced his 
candidacy for governor and has 
said he, too, will cross party lines 
in an attempt to gain primary 
support. 


NON-PARTISAN CAMPAIGN 


Warren made it plain he plan- 
ned to conduct a non-partisan 
campaign of the type that won 
him his first term as governor 
in 1942 and the support of both 
Republicans and Democrats for re- 
election in 1946. 

“T will make no appeal to blind 
partisanship, sectional prejudice, 
seltish intererc,” his statement 
said. “If elected, I will continue to 
serve all Californians with impar- 
tiality and without any prejudice 
whatsoever.” 

The California governor said 
also he would distinguish between 
social progress and socialism. 


MUST PROGRESS 

“If government is to truly 
serve the people,” he said, ‘we 
must continually make social pro- 
gress. I will shoulder every re- 
sponsibility to make such pro- 
gress, but never to advance so- 
cialism, to which I am opposed.” 

Warren has been a prominent 
figure in national Republican poli- 
tices for many years and his can- 
didacy for a third term as gover- 
nor is seen also as 2 bid for presi- 
dential consideration in 1952,

Decision to study ways and 
means of raising the needed 
funds was reached Tuesday 
night at a meeting of the Up- 
land Park and Recreation Board.

At the present time the city is 
limited by law to spend only 20 
cents out of every $1.68 tax dol- 
lar for recreation and park de- 
velopment.

They clean easily and dry 
quickly, are unaffected by mildew 
and can’t be damaged by moths 
or other insects. According to the

and the Mesdames | Keeping magazine, which contains 

William Low, J.|a@ full-length article on nylon, 
Ralph W. Scott,| these fabrics are given a perman- 
ent “heat set’ during manufac- 
ture, so they do not stretch or 
shrink noticeably in wear, wash- 
ing, or dry cleaning. When spun 
yarns are used, very warm nylon 
fabrics can be produced. 

Because it is a thermoplastic 
yarn, nylon can be permanently 
pleated. The fabric can be easily 


washed by hand or machine. Ac- 
cording to the article, “the future 
of nylon fabrics appears to be 


bright, but the direction in which 
their use will grow ultimately 
depends on the consumers, bi 
largely control such trends.”
